“The leaders of the Jewish Community in 
Palestine have failed to preserve their movement 
the false ideals of which I have. spoken 
Many of them seem to have been drawn into forces 
which ther own consciences must at first have 
condemned 

Several leaders of the Agency had already become 
directiy implheated in the terrorist campaign, he 
siaicd Ihe Government had ample evidence ol 
tha! 

Dealing with the way in which the Governmen! 
believed the people of Palestine would be led to 
a brighter and happier future, Mr. Morrison said 
that the expert delegations had examined the recom- 
mendations made by the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of Inquiry on the problems of European 
SJcwry and Palestine, and had made unanimous 
recommendations. 

Ihe events of recent years after Hitler's tse to 
power had given a special emphasis fo the 
character of the Jewish National Home as a 
sanctuary for those who could reach ut, said Mr 
Morrison. The Anglo-American Committee recog- 
nised.that Palestine alone could not meet the imm- 

raion needs of Jewish viciums of Naz and 
Fascist persecution and recommended our two 
Governments with other countries to endeavour 
immediately to find new homes for all displaced 
persons, irrespective of creed or nationality 


Resettlement in turope 


the experts proposed that the two Governments 
should seek to create conditions favourable to the 
resctttement of a substantial number of displaced 
persons in Europe itself since it was recognised 
that the overwhelming majority would continue to 
live in Europe 

in. the Britssh and American zones of Germany 

and Austria,” said Mr. Morrison, “our two 
Governments are doing their utmost to assist re- 
scitiement and to. eradicate anti-Sermusm In 
fialy and ex-enemy satellite States the authorities 
will be required by the peace treaties tO secure 
tor all persons under their jurisdiction human rghis 
and the fundamental freedoms.” 

But when all that was possible had been done in 
Europe it was clear that new homes must be found 
overseas for mahy whose tres with former com- 
musics had been irreparably broken. The exper 
delegations recommended first that we should en- 
deavour to establish an international relugee 
organisation to effectively with refugees and 
displaced persons as a whole. Secondly. thai 
should give strong support af the ftorthcoming 
assembly of the United Nations to an appeal calling 
upon all member Governments to receive in tere 
tones under their control a proportion of the dis- 
placed persons in Europe, including Jews

a commitment to promote the resetticment ot about

PALESTINE’S NEED OF 
NORMALITY 


Dr. Weizmann’s Message 


“ We have all been shocked and horrified by the 
unspeakable crime committed by Ut blowing up 
of the Government offices at the King David Hotel, 
with its appalling loss of life. Nothing can excuse 
so abominable and brutal an act. Jews throughout 
the world have condemned it, and must continue 
to raise their voices in condemnation,” declared 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann in a message to the 3,000 
Jews who attended a demonstration at the Palace 
Theatre on Sunday afiernoon, Dr. Weizmann was 
prevented from being present by indispos:tion. 

The Yishuv must not only condemn, the message 
continued, iu nad to be On is guard and exert 
its utmost effort to ensure that no such crime was 
ever again possible. 

But. the message went on. lamentable things had 
heen done against the Yishuv and the constructive 
work in Palestine. He was saddened and distressed 
by the events of June 29.. In a country where any 
citizen could be arrested by any officer or soldier, 
without warrant or reason given, withoul trial or 
inquiry; where a strict censorship was um posed 
and where prisons and camps were thronged with 
thousands of men and women, some of whom had 
languished there for months, life was not normal 
And what. Jews and British (and indeed the Arabs 
100) needed more than anything else in Palestine 
to-day was normality. 

As a firm believer in, and champion of, Anglo- 
Jewish relationship, Dr. Weizmann stated, he was 
forced to realise that a great deal of harm had been 
done by action as well as by inaction. All men 
of goodwill must in this grave hour bend their 
minds to finding a solution. as speedily as possible. 
a solution, just as well as final. which would 
re-establish that relationship on a sound and perma- 


Federal Union Scheme

Mr. Ben-Gurion then declared: “1 do not say 
all these documents are forged.

QUOTAS TO U.S. CUT DOWN 


A recent Presidential directive ordermge 
immigration quotas to be spread among refugee 
in all countries instead of only in the Amer: 
zone of Germany, as originally directed by Pres 
dent Truman last December, has cut down in 
gration trom Germany to the United States by \: 
thirds during the month of July. 

Hitherto, the German quota was compleicly taken 
up by German refugees” residing in he 
American zone who fulfilled all 
requirements. Under the new order, howeve! 
total German quota is distributed among «'! 
countries, so that German refugees now residing '" 
England or other countries can also emigrate ‘© 
the United States. 

In Berlin, the old quota sysiem provided for 1% 
emigration of 300 Germans, but during July ‘he : 
figure was cut to 100. The ‘Polish 
formerly 25, is now eight, while the 
Rumaman, and Hungarian quotas. have etiher bec" 
wiped out, or set at one person per monih.

It might well be 
that, with an effort, the Jews could be persuaded 
to remain. But that, again, would depend on antt- 
Jewish sentiments disappearing in Poland. 

The Polish Chairman of the National Council in 
Rychbach, Mr. Tadeusz Michalak, a Communist, 
is COnvinced that if the Jews here can be persuaded 
to Stay and work in the factories, on the land, and 
in business, the tide of anti-Jewish feeling would 
gradually disappear.

a plan that it might well be argued is inherent In that 
Declaration. in the Mandate for Palestine, and in the 
Churchill White Paper, although it has long been pushed 
aside by the increasingly more powerful political school of 
thought in Zionism. It is one that, in theory at any rate, 
was acceptable to the Jewish leaders to whom the Balfour 
Declaration was given and the heads of the Zionist Organt- 
sation who subscribed to the Churchill White Paper. Dr. 
WEIZMANN’S avowed policy in those days and for years 
after was for a binational State, a term that crystallises 
the idea of a State politically neither Jewish nor Arab 
but Palestinian, one in which all citizens would be on an 
absolute equality, but in matters that concerned the mem- 
bers of any one community alone would have an inde- 
pendence as complete as it is possible to make it 

Finally, at the time of the recent Inquiry, a small group 
of students of public affairs put forward a detailed plan 
for a constitution. Some of these men had had personal 
experience of administration in Palestine, others had had 
their share in administration, also in difficult circumstances, 
in a wider field. They included Jews as well as Christians, 
all bound together by a common sympathy for the peoples 
of the country and a desire to help them find the way out 
of the present darkness The lines‘ of their plan seem 
largely to have been followed. in the expert delegations 
present recommendations. They started by recognising the 
dominant emotions, the fear on both sides of domination, 
present or future, the justified ambition of both peoples 
for self-government, free of interference, and a patriotism 
which opposed with vehemence any suggestion of the 
mutilation of their tatherland 

It is too soon to consider Jewish reactions to the newest 
plan. There will be many objections on the score of size 
and scope of the proposed Jewish Province, if not to what 
is in essence a sort of “ partition.” In this connection, 
nevertheless, it must be borne in mind that it does not 
possess the rigidity and finality of the Peel Commission's 
partition proposals and that Palestine would still be con- 
sidered as an entirety: The old cry of “absorptive 
capacity, too, will achieve a new currency, m view of what 
might turn out to be the restricted area in which new immi- 
grants would find nt possible to settle. And certainly there 
will be much discussion of the financial aspects. To the 
Jews, particularly, the new plan would mean one more 
postponement of the desire to be in such a position as to be 
represented directly on the United Nations Organisation. 
But, whatever the arguments and the drawbac ks, it would 
seem the. better part of statesmanship on the part of the 
Jewish leaders not to turn the plan down outright but to 
give it the very serious consideration it undoubtedly merits. 


THE CHIEF RABBINATE 


SiX months have now passed since the lamented death of 
of the late Chiet Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, and the Community would 
be more than interested to learn what Steps dre being taken 
tor the ippomiment of a successor! Questioners, both inside 
and outside the Council.of the United Synagogue, have been 
assured that the problem is actively in the minds of that institu- 
tion's President and the Hon. Officers, and that in any case the 
precedents are being carefully followed. But, supposing it-were 
necessary simply to follow precedents, irrespective of the Com- 
munity s needs, ts it really a fact that present procedure is 
following the pattern of the last similar occasion? Chief Rabbi 
Dr. Hermann. Adler died in July, 1911, and by the following 
January, also after an. interval of six months, a fully repre- 
sentative communal conference to consider the Steps necessary 
for the election of a successor had been convened and. was 
“being held, and machinery for that election had been set in 
motion. It was widely felt 35 years ago that. an unduly. long 
vacancy m the office was undesirable and contrary to the 
interests of Anglo-Jewry. If that was so then, how.much more 
iS if the case to-day! Several and urgent are the problems that 
to-day beset the Community, with perhaps even a° crisis 
looming before us. At such a time, it is of the- greatest 
importance that the guidance of the Community spiritually 
should be in the hands of .a* permanently appointed Chief 
Rabbi, elected with the fullest approval. It is quite unfair to 
any temporary incumbent, no matter how competent or how 
trusted, to thrust this heavy burden on him. indefinitely.. The 
terms of such a temporary incumbent's tenure must necessarily 
diminish his authority. 


BEVIS MARKS 
IHERE-scems to have been a revival. at a meeting of the 
Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese ( ongregation last. week 
perhaps not a véry serious revival—of the movement for the 
closing of Bevis Marks and the erection of a new Sefardi 
Synagogue im some other district in which there is mow a large 
Jewish population. Such a proposal was a matter of practical 


politics some 60 years ago and was at times passionately dis- 


cussed. The project met with considerable support, but in 
the end received its quietus, largely at the hands of a Bevis 
Marks Protection Committee, in which a former Editor of. this 
journal, Leopold Greenberg (years before his. editorship), 
although not a Sefard, was very active. It is true that the 
number of Sefardim living within walking distance of Bevis 
Marks is now small, but this would be almost equally true of 
any site in London that might be substituted for it. Bevis 
Marks, differing in that respect from its * daughter Synagogue” 
m Lauderdale Road, has, as a rule, very small congregations, 
and sometimes finds difficulty in securing a Minyan. But there 
are times when the 250- year- -old fane, now without a competitor 
for the title of the Cathedral Synagogue, has its full measure 
of worshippers. Above all, there are historical and sentimental 
interests to consider. The Historical Monuments Commission. 
in its report of 1928, recorded the building in Bevis Marks as 
one of historic interest and worthy of preservation. No man 
of historic sense or culture would wish it to be destroyed. | It

HE Sabbath is a day of “Once” jovful 
inspiration. On this Shabbat, however, our 
traditional happiness clouded: it 1s 


darkened by the shadow of the Ninth of Ab, the 
anniversary of the supreme disaster of our history 
twice enacted! 
Jewish memory is long: like the Bourbons, it 
has been said. we never forget.

Discrimination? 


T a recent meeting of a Jewish charitable 
organisation, at which an appeal was made, 
a Rabbi volunteered to subscribe a certain 
sim in the name of his three sons. A woman 
member of the audience thereupon inquired whether 
he was not going to make a subscription in the 
name of his daughter, and the Rabbi replied by 
naming a sum exactly half that he had volunteered 
in the case of each of his sons. It would thus seem 
evident that in the mind of this particular Jewish 
dignitary the worth of a daughter is half that of a 

Is this view of the comparative worth of boy 
and girl generally held in the Jewish Community”? 
if so, is there any authority for it, and is it desirable 
io perpetuate it’? This is not a question that has 
only just been raised. For many years now, Jewish 
wonmren have striven to obtain a real partnership 
with men in affairs affecting the well-being of the 
Community, but although a measure of progress 
has been achieved, there are too many anachronisms 
and too many prejudices to permit the really free 
flow of feminine co-operation in the direction of 
Jewish Communal affairs 

At the annual meeting of the Hampstead Syna- 
gogue this year, a spirited attack on the prevailing 
sysiem was made by Mrs. Stanley Lissack, who 
observed that, while she was herself cligible tor 
election to the Board of Deputies, she was not 
empowered as her husband's wife to vote for the 
proposed candidate, nor was she legally entitied to 
speak at the meeting. 


“ Technical Evidence” 


This ss technical evidence, as it were, of the gap 
that exists between the official Jewish attitude and 
real sex equalitv, and uw represents a serious Ccon- 
demnation of thase who refuse to amend the existing 
rules and reguilat ons. 

When it comes to the more general charges that 


may be levelled, there are even more discrepancies 


and outworn shibboleths. The habit of treating the 
counsel! of woman as of less value than that of 
man, merely because it is woman's counsel, is deep- 
rooted in many peoples, and it leads to the Serious 
disadvantage of the general Community. Especially 
noticeable, in our own case, has this been in the 
past on the question of Jewish religious education, 
which us a sphere where a woman 1s even more 


to hand, of the ability of Jewish women to under- 
take and to achieve not only parity with their male 
comrades but even in many cases to exceed them 
in those qualities of bravery and endurance to which 
so matiy modern Jews have well earned the tile. 
Jewish women have taken part in the dangerous 
exploits connected with the various resistance move- 
ments in Europe, and have, of course, figured 
notably among those who were dropped by para- 
chute during the fighting behind the enemy lines. 

In Palestine. at least, among the rising gencralion, 
the disqualification of women on grounds of sex 
seems to have disappeared. Perhaps it musi be 
acknowledged, too, that in those circles of Jewish 
life where Zionist work is most evident the disparity 
between men and women is at least less noticeable. 
The Zionist movement was laid on the strong 
foundation of real equality between men and 
women. and the Federation, the oldest Zionist body 
in this country, is one of the few Jewish institutions 
which had always included both men and women 
not only in the ranks but also on the executive. 


The Bad Old Ways 


However, that there is still evidence of the bad 
old ways is apparent to many women who attempt 
to fulfil their public obligations in the Community, 
as ut is also to those women whose sense of the 
fiiness of things at times outraged by such sole- 
cisms as that committed by the Rabbi whose 
remarks gave rise to these reflections. All these 
things cannot be improved by the stroke of a pen, 
nor merely by pious aspirations. 

The first essential is to find the root cause of the 
attitude which ‘dictates the worth of a boy as (twice 
that of a girl. Is it commercial? Does the sub- 
conscious mind of the parent believe that the boy 
will ultumately earn higher wages than the girl? Or 
is it- part of a power complex in which it is assumed 
that a son will wield more extensive authority than 
could a woman’ Both ideas are obviously out- 
moded. Truc. there is the fact that the name of 
a son remains that of his father, while a daughter 
on marriage assumes a different family name. And, 
too, there remains the Jewish custom by which a 
son's prayers in behalf of the dead have a special 
significance for his parents. But surely there can 
be no conceivable reason why a daughter's prayful 
remembrances should be rated as less valuable than 
those of a son.
